THAT another and more damning in- 
famy may be added to the long cata- 
logue of crimes for which that foulest 
of libels on humanity, W. G. Brown-

uted throughout ten countiesin Middle 
and West Tennessee. Fearing that 
Speaker SENTER, who will become 
Governor in seven days, may disband 
these rascally ragamuffins, he has or- 
dered them to march at once, that 
the fiendish work of murdering men, 
ravishing women,burning houses,steal- 
ing stock and laying the count?y waste, 
may attain headway before it can be 
checked. To~<lay Tennessee is as quiet 
as at any time during the past ten 
years; but the opportunity to convert 
it, even for a week, into a hell, was too 
tempting to be resisted by the devil’s 
vicegerent in Tennessee. Our special 
contains the proclamation in full. 


GENERAL GRANXT’s little speech of 
Saturday week has given much more 
satisfaction to Conservatism than to his 
own party. It was expected to sound 


‘the key-note of the coming adminis- 


tration, and the party patriots and 
party office-seekers distended their 
mouths to drink in the comfort ex- 
pected to flow from the lips of the 
Sphynx. We have already printed 
this brief, andein some respects, re- 
markable speech, which has fur- 
nished more food for serious Radical 
reflection than any other utterance of 
the past year. The addresses to Gen- 
eral GRANT were phrased artfully to 
elicit enunciation of policy gratifying 
alone to the party which last summer 
was foreed to elect him instead of an 
avowed partisan. The result, like 
other raids on his loquacity, was abor- 
tive. The public is left to decide for 
itself whether the President elect de- 
signs throwing himself into the arms 
of those so anxious to be regarded his 
especial friends and advisers, or 
into those of the whole people, for 
whose Chief Magistrate he was 
chosen, GRANT’S speech ranks com- 
monplace as a literary effort, but it 
bears the impress of the sound judg- 
ment and self-reliance forming the 
basis of his extraordinary success in 
life. It was another fiat of determina- 
tion to do that deemed best in his own 
way and time. Ina word, it further 
impressed the character of the man; 
and the anxious hosts who have given 
out that heis in their keeping now 
flutter lest they reckon without their 
host. There were three points upon 
which his party was anxious to secure 
expression—the Cabinet, the Party and 
the Negro. He said plainly that he 
should frame the Cabinet to suit him- 
self, and snubbed all suggestiofig ko 
kindly made by the press and politi- 
cians. He breathed devotion to the 
best interests of the country, but neither 
promised nor hinted fealty to the 
party. “Economy, retrenchment, faith- 
ful collection of the revenue and 
payment of the public debt” are put 
forth as the work of his administra- 
tion. If he perform this duty no time 
will be left to build up the Radical 
party. On the contrary, this pro- 
gramme will insure its destruction; for 
extravagance, corruption and plunder 
alone keepitalive. These Withdrawn, 
it ceases to exist. General Grant 
studiously ignored the third proposi- 
tion, and in this has given mortal 
offense to the ultras, to whom it has a9 
long been meatand drink. But while | 
the fact that General Grawnv’s first 
public utterance creates disquiet and 
apprehension in his own party will 
strengthen the hopes therished by 
many a of wise, conservative admin- 
cannot be esteemed | 
even a straw indicating the course of | 
the wind. Nor will -his inaugural 
likely to prove more significant. If we. 
are to judge the future by the past, he 
will eschew promises for acts, and that ' 
utterance will be but a repetition of the 
Saturday speech. The first really sig-. 


nificant action will be the selection of 
his Cabinet. Its composition will more 
accurately reveal his policy than duo- 
decimos of declamation. The compo- 
nent -parts of a structure enable 
us to judge its worth; and we 
shall know something of what i+ 
in store for us when the new 
President announces the names 
of his Constitutional advisers. Should 
they be men of broad, statesmanlike 
views, who earnestly desire that peace 
founded on those high attributes of 
esteem and good will, which can alone 
remove the bitterness left rankling by 
the war, and restore prosperity to the 
whole country, we shall know what 
General GRANT meant when he said: 
“ Let us have peace.” But if he choose 
from among the narrow-minded malig- 
nants who for years have contfolled our 
National legislation and stifled the 
voice of moderation, we shall know his 
invocation to have been a miserable 
pretense. Two weeks will decide.

“ CITIZENS’ UNION.” 


Another Meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce Last Night. 


An adjourned meeting of the Mem- 
phis Citizen’s Union Association, was held 
last evening in the Hall of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Mr. W.S. Pickett, President 
pro tem., occupied the Chair, and Mr. John 
Overton, officiated as Secretary. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceed- 
ings, submitted an additional list of

Mr. W. L. Vance moved that the meet- 
ing do now proceed to the election of offi- 
cers, and that the rules be suspended in 
order that the vote be taken vivu voce, in- 
stead of by ballot. Carried; and the elec- 
tion resulted as follows: President, Mr. 
R. C. Brinkley; Vice President, Judge 
Dixon; Secretary, Mr. John B. Robinson; 
Treasurer, Mr. John Overton. 

The President elect on taking the chair 
said that the Constitution of the associa- 
tion provided that the President shall 
have the powerto appoint the standing 
committees. As he wishedto have only 
thinking men on the committees, he there- 
fore would ask to be allowed time to select 
the committees referred to. He wished 
to consult certain parties relative to the 
matter, and when the appointments were 
made they would be announced in the 
newspapers. 

Judge Dixon hoped that the President 
would be allowed the time asked, in order 
to appoint proper persons to serve on the 
various committees as provided for by the 
Constitution. 

General J. R. Chalmers moved that the 
appointment of the committees be post- 
poned until some future day. Carried. 

General Chalmers said that at the pres- 

ent time prompt action was required on 
the part of the association in regard to 
the issue of the half million dollars of 
bonds to be voted upon by the citizens in 
a few days, and therefore he would move 
that the Committee on Abuses, whenever 
appointed, be requested to take immedi- 
ate steps in order to defeat the measure at 
the polls. 
Mr. J, B. Bingham spoke in support of 
the motion, and wanted “action taken 
immedjately if not sooner.” He then 
moved that the Committee on Abuses 
shall at once find out the fact connected 
with the sale of the $1,000,000 of bonds of 
the city issued to fund the floating debt, 
and take the advice of competent lawyers 
to ascertain whether the fact constituted 
fraud in fact or in law, or, if so, whether 
the city can receive anything for the 
same, either at law or equity, from the 
parties who sold or bought said bonds. 

Mr. John B. Robinson drew attention 
to the fact that in the county a few years 
ago only $2 onthe $1,000 was paid for 
taxes, and now the taxes were $12 on the 
$1,000, and this was the subject to engage 
the attention of the Committee on Abuses, 
as he felt sure there was stealing going on 
somewhere. This ought to be inquired 
into. Healso wanted the committee to 
investigate whether city warrants were 
eanceled when returned tothe Controller's 
office. People might talk of “rings,’’ but 
the city government and the County 
Commissioners, in his opinion, were the 
biggest circles of all, and their doings 
ought to be thoroughly inquired into. He 
wanted to ascertain who had plundered 
the city and the county, and who were en- 
gaged in doing so at the present time, 


committee be appointed to take Mr. Bing- 
ham's motion into consideration. 

Judge Dixon offered the motion, and 
said it would interfere with the regular 
committee, He remarked that those who 
hal signed the papers as members hac 
not given them full countenance, and 
they were consequently weak in numbers; 
as he wanted a full representation the ap- 
pointment of the committee referred to 
would be embarrassing. 

Mr. Vance said he would withdraw bis 
motion. 

Mr. Bingham was indignant at the idea 
of withdrawing the motion. . 

Mr. B. F.C. Brooks was giad he had 
come to the meeting, as he observed ‘‘the 
association was after thieves and 
scoundrels and swindlers.”” He had long 
been after such fellows himself, and had 
always been trying to make them “hunt 
their holes.” [{Laughter.] He had not yet 
signed the paper in order. to become a 
member, but he was anxious to come in 
and work withthem. He thought steps 
should be taken to arrest the coming elec- 
tion in order that the committee might 
have time to report. 

The meeting, without taking action on 
the motion, then adjourned till half past 
seven o'clock on Saturday evening.

NASHVILLE, February 20.—The follow- 
ing»proclamation was issued this morning: 

“Whoereas, There are now sixteen 
hundred State Guards at Nashville, armed 
and equipped, under command of Gen- 
ral Joseph A. Cooper; and, 

* WHereas, These troops are intended to 
preserve the peace and enforce the laws in 
counties heretofore partially in rebellion; 
now, 

“Therefore I, William Brownlow, 
Governor of Tennessee, do hereby pro- 
claim martial law in and over the follow- 
ing named counties, to-wit: Overton, 
Jackson, Maury, Giles, Marshall, Law- 
rence, Gibson, Madison and Haywoou; 
and I further direct that General Cooper 


, distribute these troops at once, and con- 


tinue them in service until we have un- 
mistakable evidence of the purpose ofall 
parties to keep the peace. 

“It is further ordered in this proclama- 
tion that the General in command shall 
Fenforee the most rigid dicipline among 
his troops, requiring them in every par- 
) ticular to conform tostrict military disci- 
pline, showing no quarter to either officers 
or privates who shall be found guilty of 
habitual drunkenness. 

‘In testimony thereof I have caused the 
great seal of the State to be attached here- 
unto this 20th day of February, 1869; and 
I order that the same be inserted three 
times in each of the newspapers entitled 
to publish logal advertisements.
